>From what I see, and from ARRL Bulletin 005 of 31 January 1997, the 
proposal is to eliminate the Novice, and modify the Technician Plus. By 
eliminate, it means not testing any new Novices, but those with the 
Novice ticket could continue renewing it. 


A Novice could upgrade under this proposal to the new Tech+ by taking the 
new theory test, which would give them enhanced HF priveleges, both on CW 
and Phone. As it is, exsisting Novices, if the proposal makes it 
through, would have a greatly epaxnded CW band, including the QRP 
watering holes on 80, 40, 15 and 10 Meters, and the traditional Novice 
bands would be mostly eaten up with Phone expansion. 


160, 30, 20, 17 and 12 Meters would not be changed under this poroposal. 


Check it out in this months "QST" The ARRL Generall Council has been 
directed to write up the proposal for submission to the FCC for 
consideration after the July 1998 ARRL Board meeting, so there's time to 
submit your comments/suggestions to your Director between now & then. 


At a first pass, it looks pretty good, and may be a desirable change. 
What do you think?

Well I join in your excitement. Have used W3EDP (85' + the counterpoise 
as needed) for over a year, both fixed and portable. Have found it an 
incredible performer overall, generally on a par with other wire 
antennas. Also have a 66-foot dipole at 28' fed with 300-ohm window 
line. Last major antenna is a GAP Titan DX vertical dipole at 7’. 


One thing which will xreallyx make the W3EDP antenna stand up is to 
elevate the far end so it comes toward the rig at a downward 45-degree 
angle. Someone said it then takes on the properties of both verticals 
and horizontals, 


Have used a barefoot Wilderness Sierra (just under two big watts!) 
through the ZM- series tuners to snag two FOXes from this fixed

James and All, 


I would agree that zip-cord of any kind would be a poor choice for balanced 
line in a permanent installation. TV 300 ohm twin lead would be much 
better if it were a matter of the means. 


My particular recent comments were for a simple, compact, portable, quickly 
made and installed antenna for camping, backpacking, and possibly field day 
type events. 


At 10 MHz, clear PVC has about the same dielectric constant a polyvinyl but 
the dissipation factor for PVC is 100 time greater than polyvinyl. So the 
PVC power loss would be higher. Preliminary measurements I've made show 
about 25% power loss in 50 feet for one particular zip-cord. Not great but 
not terrible either. Feed lines are likely to be short for the intended use 
so zip-cord just might be the right stuff for a Q&D solution. You could 
always measure it to be sure.

My antenna is similar to yours - it's a 100 ft. wire from the tuner, out 
the window, up the side of the house, then up to about 40 £t. in a locust 


tree in the back yard. I have a 100 ft. wire counterpoise (ungrounded) 

also going out the window, and lying on the grass along the fenceline. It 
loads well on 80, 40, and 30 meters, using an MFJ-16010ST tuner. I haven't 
tried it on the higher bands. Without the counterpoise, but grounded to a 
stake, it wouldn't load on 30 meters, and was a little touchy on 80 and 40.

Chuck - Thanks for your comments. In particular, your power loss 
measurements on zip cord are valuable. I am sorry if I misinterpreted your 
initial intent of yoru post; 


>My particular recent comments were for a simple, compact, portable, quickly 
>made and installed antenna for camping, backpacking, and possibly field day 
>type events. 


You are right, simple lightweight antennas can be made from Zip cord for 
these applications. For the same applications, I would look seriously at 
other alternates, just as simple and lightweight, though. 


If the right combinations of flat top length and 300 Ohm twinlead feedline 
length are chosen a good match to 50 Ohms can be obtained on most bands. 
See W6RCA, Cecil's, webpage for information on how to do this; 


http://www. geocities.com/CapeCanaveral/8476/ 


It is simple and straightforward. He has two examples and a program to 
calculate your own situation. My feeling is that this technique would 
compete with zip cord for lightness as well as simplicity and better it for 
losses. 


>Preliminary measurements I've made show about 25% power loss in 50 feet 
>for >one particular zip-cord. Not great but not terrible either. 


Thanks for making the loss measurements. It gives us something concrete to 
talk about. This is about 3dB per 100 £t at 10 MHz. By contrast, 300 Ohm 
twinlead is about 0.35 dB/100£t and RG58U is about 1.25 dB/100 ft at 10 
MHz. RG8 is about 0.55 dB/100ft, but is hardly a candidate for portability. 
I don't have the figures for RG174 here, a very small diameter coax, but it 
would be interesting to see how it compares to Zip cord. I will look it up 
tonight. It is somewhat lighter and if it has the same loss or less it 
would seem to be a clear choice over Zip cord for portable applications. 
Note that these numbers are at 10 MHz and get worse as the frequency is 
raised. 


Just my opinion. With the lower loss alternates available, I am still not 
sure that Zip cord has its place in antenna feedlines. Maybe for short runs 
when nothing else is available, but I think for the majority of uses, even 


those you describe, there are beter choices.- Duffey KK6MC/5

Here are the actual component values from my 40/20 meter vertical feed 
network. 

Series L: 

12.5 turns of 1.5" dia/ 10 turns per inch/ 18 gauge Air Dux; tapped at 
10.5 turns for best match on 20 CW; total inductance is 3.8 
microhenries (calculated). 

Series C: 

Calculated value is 130 pF; used a 250 pF dual bearing variable on 
ceramic standoffs; best match on 40 CW is about half meshed. 

Shunt C: 

Guess-timated at 10 pF; used a 50 pF dual bearing variable with one 
stator and one rotor plate removed; best match on 20 CW is with plates 
approximately 1/4 meshed; low C, relatively high voltage, even at QRP 
power levels. 


The exact values will depend on your layout, ground system, and 
vertical size. Build it with variable components and tune it. Enjoy!

Sounded like a broken 
record. But my excitement continued to escalate. 
Finally, I was down to interpolating between 5 and 

10 Milliwatts! 

Again: "UR Q5, can you go lower?" 

Geez Man! I told him, that's as low as my Drake TR-3 
can go! And I had to carefully calibrate the Carrier 


suppression network last week to get this low. 


So I informed him that I recently repaired a 10 db step 
attenuator and to stand-by while I fish it from the Drawer. 


So sitting at 5 milliwatts I sent a tone, going from 0 to 
10 db in steps. 


He fired right back: " I heard you at each 1 dB step!" 
Wow! 

Stan is 88 miles from my QTH. 

88/.0005= 176,000 miles per watt! 


Now I'm excited. I need to get more attenuators. I'll set the 
power at 1 Watt so I have a nice SCALE marking to reference to.

Hey, Guys, 


Let me make a fine point here. A lot of this discussion is about generic 
wire antennas, not the W3EDP. 


A W3EDP is a specific wire antenna, 85' long, with a 17' counterpoise which 
is used on certain bands. If you are using a wire of different length, 
you're not using a W3EDP. (see the RSGB book, "Practical Wire Antennas", 
by John Hays, G3BDQ, pp33.) 


The discussion is an interesting one, but just wanted to make the point 
that W3EDP did a lot of experimenting to come up with the particular 
lengths of wire which he thought were best. These specific lengths became 
known as the "W3EDP antenna". 


Don't slow down the discussion. Just wanted to make a technical point!
